WAHinsfiTON, May 14.—An ngly erisia 


lias been readied in the negotmtiontj be- 
tween the United States and Great Brit- 
ain looking to the adoption of uniform 
relations for the government of the seal 
fisheries Uiia eeason. The British gov- 
ernment positively refused to re-enact 
the regulations of hiet year which pro- 
hibited tlie carrying of lirenruiB by seal- 
ing veeeelH through the Boa north of the 
twenty-fifth ]innillel during the closed 
season. The United .Slatesofficials look 
upon this aa disastrous to the seal liah- 
ories, holding that tho result will be to 
relieve the pelagic sealers of tho only re- 
striction which lias operated to prevent 
mi unlimited slaughter of the hmls. 
While killing by firearms remains il- 
legal, it is realized it will bo impossible 
to enforce Ibis prohibition if units can 
1)« freely carried, for tho eoalers would 
kill secretly uiilesH they should happen 
to be under thu very eye of u revenue 
cutter. 


Meanwhile the United States cutters 


have KOIIK out under the old restrictions 
to seine all vessels carrying arms not 
under seal. These must be modified 
speedily by orders tent through tho 
Alaska'company'a steamer, which leaves 
Sun Frnncieco in n day or two, or elae 
there may bo another bin claim for 
damages on account of illegal sei'/.ures 
filed by the llritish government. Tho 
attitude of the latter IB viewed with 
much dissatisfaction at tho state depart- 
ment, which i3 regarded as an evidence 
of the unwarrantable concession to the 
Canadian pplusie sealers.

They left 
on iho early train, in order to attend a 
meeting in the bay city today und to 
confer with Glaus Sprockets, who leaves 
for Europe on Friday. 


AVhat tho nature of their report 


in its entirity will be is not known 
even to those Fresnoans who have 
boon in close touch with them during 
their trip, and have been with them 
over every yard of tho ground be- 
tween Fresno, Hauford, Delano,Viealta, 
Kcedley and Situger. Every one of the 
visitors Is a practical business imiu, ac- 
cuBtomod to business afftira on :i large 
enilo, mid with exceptional powers of 
observation. 


Some points aro pretty well estab- 


lished, however, and they are euch as 
will afford pride nnd satisfaction to tho 
people of Fresno. Thy directors hiive 
been profoundly impressed with the re- 
sources of this section of the valley and 
the splendid appearance of tho vine- 
yards, orchards wild grain lields. They 
Imvo freely admitted that tho thing was 
a revelation to them. That tho road

Tho company 
intends to locate machine shops here, 
and of cpureo there must bo a round 
house and large yards. The land must 
all be furnished the railroad free. 


Up to this time everything haa been 


in doubt. The directors of the road had 
not made known what was expected of 
this county, nor had they announced 
whether the road would touch this city. 
Consequently, the people here could 
take no definite action. Jlut now it has 
settled down to a business proposition. 
The people have something to work on. 
The directors did not dictate tho route 
into and out of the city, nor the location 
of the depot. These aro matters which 
tho business men of Fresno must deter- 
mine. The'next thing will be to exam- 
ine the different routes by which tho 
road may enter tho city and depart from 
it, and the grounds that may bo had; of 
coiirao, considering always the cost; and 
tho beat and cheapest will be selected. 
Then the money for purchasing must bo 
raised. This will be un important mat- 
ter, and it is expected that every citizen 
will do liia duty. A great future is in 
store for Fresno, and the tide ia at hand 
which, if taken at the tlood, leads on to 
fortune. 


In asking for depot facilities, the di- 


rectors called attention to tho fact that 
cramped quarters would not do, as pro-

afternoon the bodies of eight man, hor- 
ribly mangled, scalded and disfigured, 
wore picked out of the ruins of Pock, 
Haskell & Cobb's saw mill here, victims 
of the explosion of thu boiler in the in 
Five wero doad, aud two of the three 
others have since died. 


The mill was run by steam, generated 


in an old eighty-horso power boiler, 
which, it is reported, had been con- 
demned, by an inspector a few days 
fore. Thirteen men wero employed in 
the mill. This morning they wero at 
work, when a b«It broke, shutting down 
operations. While it was being repaired 
nobodv paid any attention to the boiler, 
which"waa making stoam, for a hot lire 
had been kindled under it. 


Suddenly there was a tcrrilio explo- 


sion, followed by a cloud of steam, dust 
and snuiko, wlm-h rose high in the air. 
Four of tho victims wore torn limb froi 
limb, and their remains scattered about 
tho mill and tho immediate vicinity. 
Parts of tho boiler wero blown hundreds 
of firct, and tho mill was almost entirely 
demolished. The victims wero horribly 
mangled, having their heads crushed to 
a jolly, and being recognimble only by 
their clotlunii. The doad wore all mar- 
ried, und had families.

Probably three- 
fourths of the populace really believe 
that certain clouds hold water within 
their folds, much like aponge, and at cer- 
tain times are rent asunder and the wa- 
ter spills out. 


Why clouds, that are lighter than air, 


can hold up a aubelance as heavy aa wa- 
ter acience has thus far failed lo make 
clear. To be brief then, clomla are only 
vapor, and in the case of the flo-ealled 
burata they are densely saturated, and 
floating into a fitratmn of air of just the 
ririit temperature to cause rapid con- 
densation, the vapor is thus rapidly con- 
doneod into water, fallfl in torrenta, nnd 
we experience the so-called cloudburst. 


Olouda (vapor) being even lighter 


than air (else they would not be whore 
they are), how In tho namo of reason 
can they bold up so heavy a Hulwlance? 
Persona who are acquainted with philos- 
ophy ac applied to hydrostatics, of course, 
do not hold to this theory of cloudburatp. 
However, if anyone will provfi to mo 
that water in lighter than vapor, or oven 
tho atmosphere, I will gracefully back 
down and out, nnd deny that I ever 
neimedthis article.
